
CLOSE FINISHES AT HAWTHORNE. 

The soil at Hawthorne is dryinjr out rapidly, 
and if no more rain falls between now and rac 
in^ time the Endurance Stakes, at two miles, 
will be decided over a fast track this afternoon 
and should furnish a contest well worth seeing. 

Yesterday’s racing was by far the best seen at 
Hawthorne during its present meeting. There 
were no less than four close finishes — one, in 
fact, was so close and so differently seen by the 
judges and crowd that for a time it seemed that 
there would surely be a riot. This particular 
close finish came out of the second race, which 
was a selling affair at seven furlongs and was 
between Braw Lad and Lomond. The 
former was the favorite in the betting and 
got the decision, which was really so close 
that only the judges, who are in the 
proper place to see. could decide correctly. 
The angle looking at a close finish from the 
Hawthorne stand is a deceiving one and ever 
since the track was first built the judges have 
had their cwn troubles in satisfying the crowds 
whenever a hairline finish turned up, and the 
one between Braw Lad and Lomond was cer- 
tainly a close one. Braw Lad was on the in- 
side and passing the sixteenth post Lomond 
had him beaten by about a neck, and, in fact, 
at this point Tame Irishman was in front of 
Braw Lad, but the latter displayed more game- 
ness than he ever did before, and as the other 
two hung right at the end he managed to get 
up just in lime to catch the judges eye first' 
and incidentally raise a big disturbance. 

Despite Lady Meddlesome’s bad showing the 
last time she started she was strongly backed 
by those supposed to be “in the know” to beat 
a much better field than she was up against on 
her last essay. To say that the filly ran an im- 
proved race would be putting it mildly. She 
acted and ran like a different horse, and was 
beaten .two heads simply because jockey Bu- 
chanan used her too much in the first part of 
the race and rode a poorly judged race gener 
ally. Pay the Fiddler, handsomely ridden by 
Winkfleld, won the race and achieved a popu- 
lar victory from a public standpoint, as this 
gelding runs consistently and consequently had 
a big following. 

Jockey Buchanan, through sheer carelessness, 
cost Pat Dnune and his colt Silurian a purse in 
the first event. This youthful knight of the 
pigskin had everything bis own way when be 
bit the stretch, but instead of coming on about 
his business he proceeded to give the other boys 
the laugh, but before his laugh was well on its 
way, Tyr, with Bloss up, came with a terrific 
rush and passed the wire a winner by a neck. 

Hugh Kane and his friends backed L. T. Ca- 
ton in the fourth race from 4 to 1 down to 3 to 1. 
They thought they had a good thing on the race 
the horse ran a few days ago. Ordinarily they 
would have had it, but L. T. Caton met with all 
kinds of had luck. He had the outside position 
at the post which is (juite a disadvantage at the 
seven furlong start. He got away none loo well 
and was on the outside of the field when going 
around the turn. On top of all this L. T. Caton 
made the stretch bend very wide. He ran 
gamely through the stretch but was beaten out 
three parts of a length for third money in a 
close finish l>etween the first five. Pirate J., an 
outsider at 8 to 1 and always in a gcMKl position, 
won by a length. He was well ridden by Bu- 
chanan. Jim VV., the pacemaker, just lasted 
it out beating Lady Britannic a neck for second 
money. 

The handicappers made Ohnet favorite over 
The Unknown in the fifth at a mile, but they 
had the Hayes colt a bit underrated. He made 
the pace under a pull to the far turn where 
Vititoe let out a wrap and he opened a gap of 
four lengths from Ohnet. The latter came fast 



through the stretch and at one point had his 
neck in front of The Unknown, but the son of 
Pirate of Penzance only nc^eded to be aroused a 
trifle to outstride his rival and win a good race 
by a bead. 

Woodstick, recently sold by H. T. (Irittin to 
Mrs. R. M. Westerfleld, seems to be one of the 
gamest youngsters at the track and after being 
bard punished all the way, he won the third 
race rather handily by about two lengths 
from Icon, who improved rather suddenly under 
a smashing good ride. 

Vititoe had his first mount in Chicago for a 
long time yesterday on The Unknown, and won 
in fine form. 

Jockey Bassinger was notified by Judges Kohl 
and Trevathan that he cannot ride any more at 
Hawthorne this year. Rough tactics that en- 
danger the lives of other jockeys is the cause. 

The Futurity race will be called through the 
grandstand and in the betting ring at Haw- 
thorne today. 

Yesterday’s attendance was the largest of the 
week. Nearly 7,000 people were present. 

There are seven races on today's card, the 
extra event being a substituted steeplechase 
over the short course, in which Sir Dick, Frond. 
Leando. Brakeman, Passe Partout, Coronatus 
and Uncle Jim are entered. This race will 
come third on the program, replacing a handi- 
cap event which failed to fill. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

All the heavy work of building the new grand- 
stand, the stabling and the race course proper 
at Kinloch Park will have been completed by 
next Saturday night. 

There will be nothing left to do the following 
week but put on the finishing touches, to paint 
up the stand and the fences and to make every- 
thing look spick, span and clean for the open- 
ing day— Saturday, September 1. 

When, on August 1, the gentlemen of the Kin- 
loch Jockey Club announced that they would 
have their race course ready to run over on 
September 1, there were men who laughed at 
the mere suggestion of a first-class race course 
being erected in that time, but tbe men back of 
the new venture evidently knew what they 
were talking about, for they have not only com- 
pleted the seemingly impossible task, but they 
will be ready for business a full week ahead of 
time. 

The new grandstand at Kinloch Park is just a 
city block in length, tlie track has been fitted 
up with all the modern improvements of a first- 
class course, including a splendid paddock and 
a hundred roomy stables. 

VN hile the managers of the new venture have 
l>een at work on the race course and its entire 
equipment, the Wabash Railway and the Subur- 
ban electric managers have also taken hold of 
the important end of transportation. Both 
roads have put in new switches on the grounds, 
long platforms, and have made all arrange- 
ments to accommodate the big crowd that is 
expected out on the opening day. The Subur- 
ban managers say that they will run cars direct 
from Sixth and Locust streets to the new race 
course without change, and that 10-cent fare 
will bo maintained throughout the racing sea- 
son. The Wabash railroad managers have ar- 
ranged to run trains from Union station and 
from the foot of Olive street. The trains from 
Olive street will stop at North Market street, 
St. Louis avenue, Bremen avenue. Grand ave- 
nue, Baden and all other points enroute to the 
track. The trains leaving Union station will 
stop at Ewing avenue, Vandeventer avenue, 
Forsythe Junction, Ferguson and ail other 
points along that line.
